District Attorney Jerome last evening 
Was placed at the head of a committee ap- 
pointed ‘by the Excise Committee of the 
Citizens’ Union to wage a vigorous cam- 
paign to put his excise plan into practice. 
The project includes the bringing about of 
legislative modifications of the present ex-~- 
cise law, providing for Sunday opening of 


saloons from 1 o’clock in the afternoon to } 


11 o'clock at night. 

A letter written to be read at the meeting 
Was received from Dr. Parkhurst, in which 
he said: 

“I*should, I think, assent with a good 
_ Geal of earnestness that the saloons be 

_ ©pened for two hours each Sunday; but the 
* ten hours’ system I shall antagonize with 

all my. might.” 

Besides Mr. Jerome the men selected for 
the committee were R. Fulton Cutting, A. 

_ J. Boulton, F. A. Ringler, Frederic W. Hin- 
*-tichs, P.: J. Mosenthal, and C. L. Sulz- 
berger. ; 

Mr. .Sulzberger said after the meeting 

that the scheme outlined by Mr.. Jerome 
had been thoroughly talked over again and 
that Police Commissioner Greene's plan 
had not been discussed. “It will devolve 

~ upon the committee to map out a plan of 
action, and that may or may not be made 
public later. You know, Mr. Jerome is get- 
ting up a pamphlet explaining his plan in 
detail.” 

‘Dr. Slicer sent a letter saying that he 
@oncurred in every detail with the plan of 
Mr. Jerome. 

Dr. Parkhurst was asked as to his spe- 
‘Pific ideas regarding the amendment of the 
‘excise law. He said that he was trying to 
obtain certain information, and that it was 
quite likely that he would have some sug- 
@ertions to make before long. He also said: 

“I am trying to find out just what hours 
it would suit the law-abiding, beer-drinking 
element to have the saloons open on Sun- 
day. When I say just what hours, I mean 
how few hours. I wish to find the mini- 
mum which would be satisfactory to the 
element I have in mind. I refer particu- 
larly to the German element, who are used 
io obeying the law, 
for_it. The laws are,..of course, enforced 
much more strictly in Germany than they 
“are here, and the Germans have more re- 
‘spect for law than we have here.

; sidered. ‘Many of those who talk ‘most 

“loudly about changing thé law have been 

Tegularly, persistently, consistently vioiat- 

ing the law for years. I don’t think that 
such a man is in a position to say what the 
law ought to be. Many of these men have

J. E. ADDICKS TELLS OF 
BAY STATE GAS DEAL. 


In Answer Just Filed Shows How $75,- 
000,000 Stock Was Issued to 
Pay $1,500,000. 
'

WILMINGTON, Dei., Dec. 15.—Attorneys 
for J. Edward Addicks in the Federal 
court to-day filed his answer to the suit 
brought by “George Wharton Pepper of 
Philadelphia demanding the return of $75,- 
000,000 in the stock of the Bay State Gas 
Company, which the receiver alleges was 
issued fraudulently to Addicks. 

In the answer Addicks admits that he 
was the organizer of the Beacon Construc- 
tion Company of Pennsylvania, and that he 
turned over to that company 4,993 shares 
of the Bay State Gas Company of Massa- 
chusetts. Later, however, Addigks asserts 
that he disposed of a considerable portion 
of the stock of the Beacon Construction 
Company until he owned only 7,501 of the 
15,000 shares of the company. 

In 1889 there was an agreement between 
W. E. L. Dillaway, the Mercantile Trust 
Company of New York, and the Bay State 
Gas Company of New Jersey to obtain con- 
trol of certain Massachusetts companies, 
and the underwriting was to be done by the 
Mercantile Trust Company. 

Addicks asserts that in order to promote 
the scheme those interested compelled the 
promoters to put up the stock of the Mas- ! 
sachusetts Gas Companies held by the Bea- | 
con Construction Company before the plan | 
could be carried out and any consideration 
paid for the stock, Eventually this stock 
passed to the Bay State Gas Company of 
Delaware. 

On May 26, 1902, William B. Clerk, Chair- 
man of the Beacon Construction Company, 
made a claim for the stock which had been 
loaned. A committee of Directors of the 
Bay State Gas Company of Delaware was 
appointed to investigate the matter, and 
decided that in order for the Delaware 
Company to have undisputed possession of 
the stock, it would be better to buy it, and 
it was decided that the value of this stock 
was $1,500,000. 

The company paid this amount by issuing 
to the 3eacon Construction Company 
capita! stock of the Bay State Gas Com- 
pany, of Delaware, to the purported value 
of $75,000,000, though the actual value was 
only $1,500,000, the real value of the stock 
purchased. 

Addicks denies that there was any fraud- 
ulent issue’ of stock.

One for Atlantic Coast and One for 
Great Lakes—To Protect the 
Fisheries.

OTTAWA, Dec. 15.—The Dominion Govy- 
ernment has decided to call for tenders for 
two cruisers, which will be the nucleus ofa 
Canadian navy. One of the cruisers will be 
for service on the,Atlantic Coast, and the 
other for the Great Lakes. Both will be 
modern types and much swifter than any 
of the Cenadian protection fleet. 

The cruiser for the Atlantic Coast will be 
200 feet long and 25 feet deep. It will haye 
armored decks and there will be a search- 
light of 4,000 candle power. The crew will 
number 40 men. The speed will be 17 knots, 
and the tonnage will be 700. 

The lake cruiser will be 167 feet long, 22 
feet deep, and 540 tons burden. The Min- 
ister of Marine has determined that he will 
put down illegal fishing on the lakes as 
well as on the Atlantic Coast. The cruis- 
ers of the protection fleet at present are 
too slow. One of the new cruisers prob- 
ably will be built by Vickers & Maxim and 
both will be ready in six months. 


PITTSBURG’S BANKS UNITE. 


National Association Doubles Capital 
Stock for the Consolidation.

COLLINS SWEEPS BOSTON 


Present Mayor Re-elected by Larg- 
est Majority in City’s History. 


a 


Democrats Carry Every Word and Cast 
Larger Vote Than Last Falt— 
Other State Election. 


BOSTON, Dec. 15.—The Democrats won 
an overwhelming victory in the municipal 
election to-day, Mayor Patrick Collins be- 
ing re-elected by 26,565 plurality, the larg- 
est ever given a’ Mayoralty candidate in 
the history of the city. 

The vote wes: P. A. Collins, (Dem.,) 
48,851; G. N. Swallow, (Rep.,) 22,286. 

The Board of Aldermen next year will be 
solidly Democratic, and ‘that party will 
have a’large majority in the Common 
Council. 

James A. Gallivan, the Democratic’ can- 
didate for membership in the Board of 
Street Commissioners, was also successful 
in defeating Isaac B. F. Allen, (Rep.,) a col- 
ored man and formerly a member of the 
Governor's council. 

The city as usual favored licensed liquor 
selling by a large majority. 

The election to-day was notable for the 
Republican apathy. The vote for the can- 
didate for Mayor, George N. Swallow, fall- 
ing off more than 33 per cent. from that 
given the party candidate two years ago, 
while it ran nearly 20 per cent. behind the 
vote of Gov. Bates at the State election last 
month. 

On the other hand, the Democrats polled 
within 6 per cent. of the heavy vote given 
Mayor Collins two years ago, and ran 
ahead of that thrown for Col. Gaston in 
the November election. 

That Mayor Collins was a very. popular 
candidate was shown by the fact that he 
carried every ward in the city, even the 
two Republican strongholds, the Back Bay 
and Dorchester, swinging over- into the 
Democratic column, 

The campaign was one of the most life- 
less in the history of the city. The Repub- 
licans made no effort whatever to arouse 
the voters by rallies, newspaper advertise- 
ments, and circulars. While there was very 
little speaking on the part of the Demo- 
crats, and that only in the interest of the 
numerous Aldermanic candidates, the elec- 
tion of Mayor Collins was a foregone con- 
clusion from the start, and this was ac- 
cepted by the leaders of both parties. 

In the elections to-day there were two 
changes in the sentiment on license, Chel- 
sea after a year of no license again favor- 
ing the sale of intoxicating liquors, while 


in Newburyport the opposite was the case. 

The warmest contest of the day was in 
Cambridge, where Mayor McNamee, after 
two years as Chief Magistrate of the city, 
was defeated by Judge Augustin J. Daly, 
the non-partisan candidate, by a narrow 
margin.

George H. Burton, Inspector General of the 
army. He occupied the position of Inspect- 
or General in Cuba under the administra- 
tion of Gen. Wood as Governor General, 
and it was he who discovered the postal 
frauds.

PATERSON SUBURB FLOODED. 


Dam Bursts, but Water Quickly Recedes 
—Mill Fires Put Out and Ma- 
chinery Ice-Coated. 


PATERSON, N. J., Dec. 15.—The village 
of Haledon, just across the city line to the 
northwest, and generally referred to 4s 
the Haledon section, as if it were in the 
city, was flooded this evening by the burst- 
ing of a dam above it. 

The dam gave way without the least 
warning about 5 o'clock this evening, re- 
leasing all the water behind it, and the 
flood, almost as bad as that of a few 
months 260, swept down the little valley 
and into Haledon. THrough the village it 
flooded an area of perhaps thirty ecres in 
irregular patches on both sides of Olden 
Brook, All cellars near thé brook were 
flooded and in many houses the water rose 
to the first floor, and for a short time fur- 
niture was afloat. 

Last Fall the flood remained for days, 
because ‘the Passaic was so high it could 
pet take the water from the brook, but in 
half an hour this evening the bulk of the 
water had receded, but as it went down 
what remained on the streets, sidewalks, on 


the sides of buildings, and in faa froze, so 
that everything is ice coated. The water 
in cellars also began to freeze, and the 
lower part of the village resembles an ice- 
berg with houses and mills rising out of it. 

The water flooded the tapestry mill, a 
ellk mill, and a machine shop's engine 
rooms and put out the fires, and every- 
thing in them was ice coated within a 
few minutes. It will be two or three days 
before the mills can be thawed out’ and 
started, and between 3,000 and 4,000 hands 
will meanwhile be out of work. 


AUTHOR RESCUED AT AT SEA. 


T. Jenkins Haine | Taken from a Badly 
Battered Yacht—Had Set Sail-with 
Wife for the West Indies.

BRUNSWICK, Ga., Dec. 15.—The schoon- 
er William C. Tanner, arrived in port this 
mornifg, having on? board T. Jenkins 
Hains, his wife, and the crew of the pleas- 
ure yacht na, which foundered Saturday. 

Mr. Hains, the owner of the boat, is the 
son of Gen. Peter C. Hains, U. 8S. A,, a dis- 
tinguished engineer officer. He isa grand- 
son of Admiral Thornton Jenkins, U. 8. N., 
and early took to the sea, getting both 
English Board of Trade and Navigator's 
licenses. In late years he has been known 
as a writer of sea stories, among them 
“The Wind Jammers” and “ Wreck of the 
Connemaugh.” 

The Edna, which was a thirty-foot sloop, 
sailed from Ocracoke, N. C., Dec. 7, bound 
for the West Indies and Florida on a pleas- 
ure cruise. She was struck by a hurricane 
on the afternoon of Dec. 9 and was blown 
several hundred miles out of her course. 

Her rigging was tc:n away Dec. 11, her 
bowsprit was snapped, and the cabin flood- 
ed with water. The rudder was carried 
away the next day. 

An effort was made to reach the Bahama 
Islands, but the yacht could not cross the 
Gulf Stream with the impoverished steer- 
ing gear. An effort was then made to 
bring her into the sea with a double-reefed 
mainsail, but the rudder stock was carried 
away. 

Then a sail was sighted to.the east and 
the ensign was hoisted to’ half-mast, union 
down. The vessel proved to be the four- 
masted schooner William C. Tanner, Capt. 
Johnson. A line was passed to the Edna 
and all parties were taken on board. 

The Edna was unseaworthy, and her fin- 
ishings were removed to the schooner, The 
yacht parted the line in the afternoon and 
had to be abandoned. 

The Edna was built In Boston by George 
Lawley & Son, the makers of Lawton’s 
yacht Independence. It is believed she 
foundered shortly after going adrift. The 
loss is estimated at $6,000.

SHARES PROFIT WITH EMPLOYES

utes $1,150 Among Its Workmen,

This sum represents a percentage of the 
company’s earnings and is divided among 
the men according to their terms of service, 
the largest amount received being $5 and 
the smallest 14 cents. 

The company’s purpose is to reward work- 
men of long service and stimulate their 
zeal by allowing them to share in ihe 
profits which they help to make. 

Though the first dividend to the em- 
ployes is small, President Joseph Merriam 
claims the policy has caused a saving of 
over 10 per cent. in labor and removed all 
friction between employers and workmen,

Assistant Secretary of State at Quill

The conditions which resulted in the re- 
cent establishment of the Republic of Pan- 
ama were discussed last night at a banquet 
of the Qufll Club, at the Hotel Manhattan, 
by Francis B. Loomis, Assistant Secretary 
of State of the United States, and Philippe 


Bunau-Varilla, Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of the Republic of 
Panama to the United States, who were 
guests of the club. The Rev. E. 8. Tipple, 
the club's President, presided, and intro- 
duced Mr. Loomis, who said: 

“We have not desired to annex Panama 
and we have not done so, The President 
simply executed the will of the American 
people, with due regard to international | 
law and rights. He was instructed by Con- 
gress to secure a canal route on the Isthmus 
of Panama if possible. He waited until the 
adjournment of the Colombian Congress, 
and gave the Government of that country 
every opportunity to ratify the treaty or to 
propose some proper method looking to the 
ratification of a new treaty, and the Co- 
lombian Congress, in utter bad faith, re- 
jected the treaty and adjourned. 

“In less than a week's time, and before 
the President could be reasonably expected 
to turn to grave consideration of the Nica- 
ragua route, the long-expected and in- 
evitable revolution in Panama came to 
pass; the people arose as one mafrand, in 
thorough accord, without the firing of a 

ingt shot, unresisted, they_ quietly es- 
ablished a government of theif own. They 
had thrice been independent and the right ; 
of secession was, I believe, expressly stipu- 
lated in some of their Constitutions. 

“The President directed our meagre 
naval force ashore, consisting of forty ma- 
rines, to do what they could to preserve 
peace, order, and unimpeded transit across 
the Isthmus. He promptly recognized ‘the 
de facto Government as soon as he learned 
that it was in peaceful possession of the 
country. This is the usual and necessary 
preceeding. We have on many occasions 
recognized new Governments with an equal 
degree of celerity and promptnass. ~ Later 
the Republic of Panama was given full rec- 
ognition. "We are acting fairly and law- 
fully undér the treaty. of 1846. The Ada- 
ministration, I am sure, has no apologies 
to offer for its course. 


AN UNFRIENDLY ACT. 


“The rejection of the treaty at Bogota 
was an unfriendly act, from the viewpoint 
of iiternational law. It became evident, 
thorily after the opening of the Colombian 
Congress in June, that there was not the 


least intention of ratifying the Hay-Her- 
tan treaty. The belief seems to have been 
widely current in Bogota that the United 
States could not or would not build a canal 
by any other than the Panama route. 

“It occurred to certain men in Bogota 
that the United States could be made to 
pay twenty or twenty-five millions of dol- 

rs in stead of ten, or, better still, as has 
been disclosed by recent published official 
correspondence, if the treaty were rejected 
or no action taken upon it and the whole 
matter postponed for another year, the 
concession of the present French Canal 
Company having expired by that time, the 
renewal of that concession would be de- 
clared invalid and all the rights, privileges,

practically confiscated and disposed of to 
the United States for $40,000,000, in addition 
to the $10,000,000 as genet and the an- 
nuity of a quarter of a million. This was 
a-radiant and alluring prospect, and the 
temptation proved too strong. 

* Reflect for a moment on the grave pos- 
sibilities which confronted this Govern- 
ment as it peered into the future and 
sought to provide intelligently for the many 
serious complications and contingencies 
which the President foresaw. 

“If the revolution in Panama had not oc- 
curred, if the American people guided by 
the opinions of its most learned, efficient, 
and hi ny. trusted engineers continued to 
think the icaragua route an impracticable 
one; if the people and Congress of this 
country had insisted that we wait for a 

ar, or until such time as the politicians at 
Bogota were ready to negotitte a new 
canal treaty, and in the meantime their 
Congress had declared invalid the renewal 
of the French concession, that might have 
happened on the Isthmus? 

‘*T may safely assert, without fear of 
contradiction by any well-informed person, 
that the Government of France would not 
have stood serenely by and witnessed the

OTHERS MIGHT HAVE JOINED IN. 


“This would have wrought immedigtely 
and poignantly upon the sensipilities of the 
American people in respect to the Monroe 
Doctrine, and we should no doubt have 
found ourselves viewing France with an- 
noying apprehension. The French war- 
ships might easily have been followed by

“This situation which I have described, 
fraught with real and momentous dangers, 
furnished one of the very serious possibil- 
ities which the Administration had to reck- 
on with in dealing with the revolution in 
Panama.

PANAMA TREATY RETURNED. 


City of Washington Brings Back Docu- 
ment Signed by Members of Pro- 
visional Government. 


The steamship City of Washington, which 
arrived yesterday morning from Colon, 
brought back the Panama Canal treaty 
which was sent to Panama on the steam- 
ship when she sailed from here the last 
time, to: be signed by the members of the 
Prdvisional Government. The treaty came 
locked in the ship’s strong room, under the 
care of Arthur G. Notte, the purser. It is 
inside of two heavy boxes, the outer of 
steel, which is held closed by a heavy lock, 
and the inner of hard wood, which is tight- 
ly sealed. The treaty will be delivered to 
a representative of the State Department, 
who will come from Washington. 

When the City of Washington arrived at 
Colon a special train was waiting to take 
the treaty to Panama to be signed. Sev- 
eral representatives of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment were waiting to receive it, and it 
was carried’ with much ceremony to the 
waiting train. The day of the signing was 
one for celebration throughout the republic. | 
In Colon a public meeting was held, at 
which leading citizens addressed the peo- 
ple, and at night there were banquets and 
displays of fireworks. 

After the treaty had been signed and was 
again returned to the City of Washington 
by the special train, there was more cere- 
mony. ‘The purser gave Consul General 
Gudger a receipt for the treaty, and was 
photographed receiving it from the Consul 
General's hands. A guard of honor was 
appointed to look after the boxes in which 
the document lay until it had been locked 
safely in the strong room of the ship.

| CAUCUS WILL BIND 
DEMOCRATIC SENATORS 


Action Taken Yesterday Fore- 
shadows Partisan Session. 


MAY. DEFEAT PANAMA TREATY 


Senator Cockrell Refuses to Vote on 
Resolution That Two-thirds Party 
Vote Shall Bind All.

’ WASHINGTON, Dec. 15. — Democratic 
unity at both ends of the Capitol, with the - 
purpose of making aggressive war on the 
Republicans, was practically accomplished 
to-day when the Democratic Senators at 
last managed to agree on procedure. that 
would enable them to act in concert. They 
adopted a resolution by which a two-thirds 
vote in a caucus declaring party policy © 
will bind all those who take part in it. 

There was only one dissenter from the 
programme. Senator Cockrell of Missouri, 
who had been at odds with his party col- 
leagues on many questions, refused to basa 
on the resolution. 

The action of the Senators is the sur- 
prise of the week in Washington. It is 
believei as a result of it that the treaty 
negotiat.d with the new Republic of Pan- 
ama is in grave danger. It ts the purpose 
of the leaders to defeat this _treaty, on 
the grourd that the Republic of Panama 
was improrerly created and recognized. 

There are thirty-three Democratic Sena- 
tors, and thirty-one votes against a treaty 
m@gkes it impossible to secure the required 
two-thirds majority to ratify. No effort 
will probably be made to bind the Demo- 
crats to opposition of the Cuban bill, but 
there will be a determined attempt to se- 
cure a two-thirds majority of the Demo- 
crats in opposition to the Panama treaty. 

The purpose of the aggressive Democrats 
who forced to-day’s result is to make Sena- 
tors who refuse to act with their party face 
the issue before their constituents. It marks 
an unusual political step and makes it cer- 
tain that the present Congress will be par- 
tisan in the extreme. 

The Senators who forced the passage of 
the Blackburn resolution to-day admit.that 
so far as the Cuban Tariff bill is concerned 
there will be a Democratic division and 
party action will not be possible, but when 
it comes to the Panama treaty they. .ex- 
pect to have two-thirds of their number 
opposed to ratification in its present form. 
Only three Democrats are known to favor 
ratification—Cockrell and the two‘Senators 
from Florida. The two Florida Senators 
voted in the caucus to-day and will proba- 
bly abide its dictation. 

Senator Cockrell, the only one not in the 
fold, did not vote, however, and may with 
some consistency refuse to be bound. 

It had been understood before the caucus 
me*t thet a resolution binding all the Dem- 
ocratic Senators to unity of action on all 
questions which two-thirds of them by vote 
déclared to be party questions would be 
offered, and the attitude Senator Cockrell 
would assume towarad-it when confronted 
by it has been fruftful of speculation in 
Democratic circles. It was anticipated that 
he would be defiant, and there was a sup- 
pressed air of hostility toward him when 
he entered the caucus chamber. 

The first thing don after the caucus 
had assembled, was the offer of the reso- 
lution by Senator Blackburn of Kentucky. 
Senator Cockrell lost no time in rising to 
oppose its adoption. He took the ground 
that it was undemocratic to bind the Demo- 
cratic Senators by the action of two-thirds 
majority. He said that not in twenty 
years had the Democratic Senators held 


caucuses which had been considered bind<- 
in As for himself, he thought it was 
on y right that tie should inform his Demo- 
cratic colleagues that he would not con- 
sider himself bound by any action they 
might take in regard to Cuba. He proposed 
tv vote for the bill. 

Senator Stone, his colleague from Mis- 
souri, in a spirited speech, replied to Senator 
Cockrell. e said that the time had come 
when the Democratic Party should present 
a united front in Congress and the Nation. 
It_ was idle to talk about what the Demo- 
cratic Party had not done in fifty years: 
Within fifty years the Democratic Party 
had only twice been in control of both 
branches of Congress. If the party was to 
stand for something, individuals must learn 
to abide by the decision of the majority. 

At the conclusion of Senator Stone’s 
speech, Senator Bailey said: 

‘*T would suggest that, as Senator Cock- 
rell has stated that he would not be bound 
by the caucus action, he should refrain 
from voting on the resolution which is 
pending.”’ 

The motion was put to the caucus, but 
Senator Cockrell did not vote. 

Four grounds of exception to the Black- 
burn resolution were agreed to. These are: 
First, in the case of a previously existing 
campai n pledge, as in the case of Senator 
Cockrell; second, in the case of the instruc- 
tions from the Legislature of the ge 
third, when the legislation app proved 
two-thirds of the Democratic Senators iA 
eaucus is clearly unconstitutional, and 
fourth, when a Senator has conscientious 
scruples against the measure.

FIREMEN RESCUE POLICEMAN. 


Two Firemen Hurt and Three Have 
Narrow Escape from Death in a 
Burning, Hotel at St. George. 


Two firemen, John Clark, foreman, and 
Charles Colbroeke, both of Monroe En- 


gine Company, were injured, and Police-" 


man Theodore Roe nearly lost his life 
while trying to help ethers in a fire that 
destroyed the Columbia Hotel, a four-story 
frame structure, on Richmond Terrace, St. 
George, 8S. I., yesterday afternoon. 

The blaze started in the basement of the 
hotel, and was first seen by Roe, who was 
passing the building. All the guests were 
at dinner en the second floor, Roe rushed 
up stairs, where he shouted to the diners 
that the building was on fire. Everybody 
escaped from the rapidly spreading flames 
save Roe. It is thought that he must have 
stumbled, and in falling have struck his 
head and been stunned. Firemen found 
him unconscious on the second floor. He 
was carried ovt and taken to a residence 
near by, where he soon revived. 

A few minutes after Roe was brought out 
of the builiing Fireman Clark, while at- 
tempting to climb a ladder coated with ice 
to get to the top of the building, slip - and 
fell on the roof of a building adjoin 
struck en his left shoulder, dislocating it 
About the same time Fireman Colbroo 
was struck on the arm with glass and 
débris which had been forced out of the 
building by a stream of water and re- 
ceived several.deep gashes on the arm. 

Dr. W. A. Brady of St. -Vincent Hospital 
attended the policeman and firemen, after 
which the men were removed to their 
homes in the hospital ambulance. 

Three firemen were on the roof of the 
hotel when it fell in, but they escaped by 
jumping to the roof of an adjoining build. 
ing ang were not hurt. 

The building was owned by Albert C. 


Mattisse, who lived in the hotel, The loss 
is about $25,000.

ALABAMA FICTIONS SPLIT 


Me, Roosevelt Vaitly Tres ‘to 


Unite Warring Republicans. 


Organization Leaders Called to Confer- 
ence in Washington Refuse to 
Accept Proffered Terms.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15,-The President 
is troubled over the situation in Alabama, 
where it looks as though anti-Roosevelt 
delegates would be elected te the National 
Cenvention, 

He is endeavoring to secure harmony in 
the ranks of the Republican Party there, 
and the Roosevelt and anti-Roosevelt lead- 
ers were summoned here for a conference. 
The conference was held yesterday and 
broke up in a row. The Administration 
proposition, which was offered as a com- 
promise, was scoffed at by the anti-Roose- 
velt mea, who say to-day that if Senator 
Hanna is a candidate for the nomination 
he will get Alabama's solid vote at Chicago. 

The President's backers are the three men 
known down in Alabama as “the Presi- 
dent’s Board of Referees.” They are J. O. 
Thompson, ex-Congreseman W, F, Aldrich, 
and Charles H. Scott. To meet them were 
summoned National Cemmitteman Dim- 
mick and Chairman Wellman of the State 
Central Committee, representing the regu- 
lar organization, which has practically the 
whole Republican vote. behind it, 

James 8. Clarkson, Surveyor of the Port 
of New York, who is the President's man- 
ager in the South, came over from New 
York to attend the conference. The Ala- 
bamians saw Clarkson andalso Postmaster 
General Payne, who has general charge of 
the President's campaign for the nomina- 
tion. 

All the blandishments of Clarkson and 
Payne failed, and the organization leaders 
announced that if the Roosevelt men had 
any proposition to make they would listen 
to it, 

The “referees” then unfolded their plan 
of compromise, or concession, as they called 
it. They agreed to give the regular organi- 
gation half the delegates, provided, they 
could have the other half, ahd provided 
they could have the State Chairmanship 
ani the National Committee membership. 
Mr. Scott «f the “referees” was to have 
Dimmick’'s place. 

The regulars at first laughed and then 
became very angry. They left the confer- 
ence declaring that they would leave the 
question to the voters and would sweep the 
State. 

Alabama was originally a Roosevelt State, 
and the Republicans declared for him in a 
State convention. At that time, as in other 
Southern manufacturing States, the drift 
toward protection and the subsidence of 
the passions excited by the civil war had 
made the outlook promising for a new Re- 
publican Parjy to take the place of the dis- 
credited negro organization, whose barter 
and sale of votes in Nationa] Conventions 
had become a byword. 

The movement spread and in 1902 J. A. 
W. Smith an able and distinguished man, 
was induced to take the nomination for 
Governor, The organization has always 
denied that it excluded any negroes but 
the low and demoralizing class. It was, how- 
ever, described as a " Lily White” organ- 
ization, and President Roosevelt undertook 
te crush it. 

He removed from office several Federal 
office holders, The Alabama men were 
very angry, and pointed to the fact that in 
North Carolina, where Senator Pritchard 
was the “Lily White” leader, the Presi- 


dent was appointing “ Lily Whites" to of-. 


fico and even unseating negroes to do it. 

They determined not to submit. The 
Presijent thereupon ignored the regular 
organization, and appointéd Scott, Aldrich, 
‘wiid Thompson to make all patronage tec- 
ommendations and in general represent the 
State. None of the three had any official 
position. 

As patronage dispensers they were able 
to secure some support, but could make 
little headway against the sentiment which 
supported the organization. It was seen 
that if things continued to drift along in 
this way the Roosevelt men would be rout- 
ed at the primeries, and hence the confer-~ 
ence was held here to try and reach a 
solution. 

Men of both parties from Alabama say 
that the men who undertook to build up a 
new Republican Party in Alabama are go- 
ing back into the Democratic Party, be- 
lieving it tu be hopeless to fight the Presi- 
dent. This drift ig gradual, but it is be- 
lieved that within a few years the Demo- 
cratic Party will have absorbed them, and 
there will be, as of old, only a white party 
and a negro party in Alabama. 

In most of the other States where the 
new Republican movement began under 
McKinle}, it has dissolved under President 
Roosevelt’s hostility. Alabama and North 
Carolina were the only States which under- 
took to withstand the President, In North 
Carolina the President yielded to Senator 
Pritchard, and in Alabama the fight is still 
on. 


WEST ST. OVERAEAD TROLLEY. 


Protest Against Proposed System by 
Fire Underwriteré—Either That or 
Horse Cars, the Company’s Fiat, 


Mayor Low yesterday made public the 
text of a letter which he had received from 
the Board of Fire Underwriters regarding 
the stringing of overhead trolley wires in 
Weat Street, and which he referred to Dock 
Commissioner Hawkes. 

The letter, which was signed by Charles 
A. Shaw as Chairman of the Committee on 
Electricity, states that at a meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the New York 
Board of Fire Underwriters, held Deo, 11, 
it was decided to enter protest against the 
installation of overhead wires in West 
Street, in accord with the wish of the New 
York Street Rallway Company, as successor 
to the Metropolitan. Protest also is made 
against permitting the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit peoplé to use the overhead trolley 
system in making any connection from the 
WilMamsburg Bridge to the Bowery. 

The Merchants’ Association also made 
public the text of a letter from the New 
York Fire Exchange, in regard to the effect 
of overhead wires on insurance rates along 
the sections affected. The Exchange de- 
clares: that the rates might show an in- 
crease as great as 50 per cent. from the 
change of system,

RESCUED BY PASSERS-BY. 


First Two Persons Carried from Tene 
ment Fire Will Live, but Two 
Others May Die. 


u Several brave rescues were made at a 
fire which occurred last evening in apart- 
ments-occupied by John Stankevich and his 
family, in the rear of the five-story tene- 
ment house at 247 East Twenty-fifth Street. 

The Stankeviech family lives in the rear 
of the grocery-store of Reynolds & Co. 
Mrs. Stankevich was lighting a kerosene 
lamp when it exploded, flooding -her with 
flames. Her husband and the two children, 
Vincenzo, nine years old, and Lena, seven 
years old, ran to her aid, and all were _bad- 
ly burned. 

The flames spread very quickly and the 
screams of the woman and children 
started a stampede among the other tén- 
ants of the house. Clarence Talt of: 242 
East Twenty-sixth Street and John Plant of 
231 East Twenty-fifth Street, who were 
passing, rushed into the Stankevich's apart- 
ments, caught up the man, who seemed to 
be the most injured,“and carried him to the 
street. An automobile wagon belonging to 
Hearn Brothers was passing, and the men 
stopped it, bundled Stankevich in, and told 
the chauffeur to\take him to Bellevue Hos- 
pital. 

By this time most of the tenants had 
come hurrying to the street, but Mrs. 
Stankevich and her two children were still 
in the burning apartment. Talt and Plant 
rushed back, and, with Roundsman Boylan 
and Patrolman Anderson of the East Twen- 
ty-second Street Station, brought out the 
woman 4nd children. They were put into 
a Bellevue Hospital ambulance and taken 
to that ingtitution. The doctors found that 
Mrs. Stankevich and Vincenzo were so bad- 


ly burned about the face, arms, and body 
that it was thought they would not recover. 
The father and the child Lena, while badly 
burned, are not likely to dle. 

Frank Vasile, his wife, seven children, 
and the grandmother, Concetana Napola, 
seventy-six years old, who live directly 
above the Stankevich family, did not come 
down. with the other tenants, Boylan, An- 
derson, and Detective Churchill ran up 
stairs, put their shoulders to the door of the 
apartment, and Sous the whole family 
helpless: from fright and. half suffocated 
from the thick smoke. Each of the officers 
seized one or two of the family and man- 
aged to get all of them to the street. 

he fire was confined to the Stankevich 
apartment, which was damaged to the ex- 
tent of . Reynolds, the grocer, suffered 
damage of about $100 from water.

| Atty. Gen. Knox and George B. 
Young Made Final Arguments. 


_ Government Contended that Securities 
Company Would Destroy 
Compétition. * 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Arguments. in 


“* @iie Northern Securities case were con- 


eluded this afternoon, and the case is now 
inthe hands of the Supreme Court Judges. 
On account of the general ‘interest in the 
question which the Supreme Court shall 
finally decide, as to whether such a com- 
bination as the Northern Securities Com- 
pany is legal, or whether it is in violation 
of the law, and the importance of the sub- 


sidiary questions involved, there was again 
to-day a large attendance. Senators, Rep- 
resentatives, and many lawyers listened at- 
tentively to the concluding arguments. 

Attorney General Knox resumed his ar- 
gument begun yesterday and contended 
that the union of the Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern in the Northern Securities 
Company destroyed their independence as 
competitive factors in inter-State com- 

“ merce, and that such a combination as the 
Ni rm Securities Company is a trust, 
and as such specifically invalidated by 
statute. 

George B. Young of Minneapolis, general 
counsel.for the Great Northern, closed the 

for the Securities Company. He ar- 
gued that neither commerce nor the opera- 
tions of railroads were involved, but that it 
‘Was & case that dealt with the question of 

: ty and the transfer of property. 

uring the day the Chief Justice made in- 
muiry’of counse] in the case as to whether 
there would be objection to the participa- 
tion of Justice Brown in the case notwith- 
Standing his absence from the hearing on 
the day before. Mr. Knox and Mr. Young 

_ replied in the negative. 

Attorney General Knox was recognized 
almost immediately after the court came 
in and at once resumed his argument where 
he had left off on the afternoon before. 


Cites Other Agreements. 


“The thing that has been done was de- 
Cleared illegal, he said, when brought about 
by the methods pursued in the Joint Traffic 
and Trans-Missouri cases. These were 
cases of contracts or agreements between 
independent and competing lines of rail- 
road for the regulation of traffic charges. 
The.Government charged that these agree- 
ments restrained inter-State commerce, and 
this court sustained that contention. 

“The court heard the cases_patiently,”’ 
Mr. Knox said, “and the arguments thrice 
presented by the railroads fajled to disturb 

~the court’s conclusions’ that the contracts 
or agreements in question violated the law. 
The exigencies of the cases rendered neces- 
sary a complete interpretation of the stat- 
ute. The power of Congress to enact the 
law, the application of the law to common 
carriers, and, specifically, its application 
to contracts or agreements regulating 
rates, were all denied. Dark forebodings 
of resultant commercial disaster, should 
the Government’s contention prevail, were 
solemniy and forcefully impressed upon 
the ‘court by gentlemen of eminent per- 
wonal and. professional standing. These 
considerations invited and secured patient 
and full consideration of the cases and ex- 


ere analysis and interpretation of the 
tute in the judgment. 

“This exposition of the law is now. the 
Government's reliance, as it should hayve 
been the defendants’ admonition. The 
court's decision in the Trans-Missouri case 
Was not follewed.by <disaster, but by years 
of dbundan ayant undisturbed until 
mew devices were put into opération to ac- 
complish again the destruction of competi- 
tion and to thwart the wise policy of the 
law. It is not the observance of the law or 
its enforcement that creates panics or dis- 
dress. It is willful violations of its whole- 
s0me provisions, or defiance of the laws of 
economic hea)th.” 


Questions Already Decided. 


The Attorney Genera! said that it was 
fot his intention to réargue any of the 
propositions settled by the Trans-Missouri 
and joint traffic cases, but to show their 
epplication to the facts of this case. He 
made the following statement of the great 
questions settled by the court in those 
cases: 


1. That to shut out the operation of the 
general law of competition between com- 
prting inter-State railroads is to restrain 
nter-State commerce, 

2. That to pring the operations of two or 
more competing inter-State railroads under 
the control of a single body shuts out the 
yo pee of the general law of competition 
enc constitutes a restraint upon inter-State 
commerce. 

3. That Congress is competent to forbid 
any agreement or combination among com- 
panies competing for inter-State commerce 
which restrains commerce among. the 
States by shutting out the operation of the 
general law of competition. 

4. That in order to maintain a suit the 
Government is not obliged to show an in- 
tent to restrain commerce, if such restraint 
ig the natural and necessary effect of the 
arrangement. 


“The language of the law,” he continued, 
“is ‘combination in the form of trust or 
otherwise’; that is, combinations in any 
other form. Combinations in the form of 

were well understood at the time of 

the enactment of this law. They were in- 
variably formed by transferring the stocks 
or Pes gre A of the constituent units to a 
holding trustee, whose will was thus domi- 
nantly enthroned over the whole, and 
@gainst the stocks or property so trans- 
. ferred the holding Trustee issued certifi- 
cates to the transferrers representing their 
respective proportions of the whole. This 
form of combination was evolved from the 
experience that a *‘ gentlemen's agreement’ 
to control competition works better when 
the collateral is up. Any combination that 
these features is a corsbination in the 

Orm of a trust, and is specifically invali- 
Gated by the statute. 

“The tievice resorted to in this case, if 
sustained, defeats the policy of the law, as 
it accomplishes all and more in the way of 
effectual destruction of competition than 
Was accomplished in the trans-Missouri and 
Joint traffic cases. , 

“The one secures permanent, ,absolute 

ntrol and power to administér every 

ture of eanemement and operation of 
© properties, while the others were but 
<Inporary arrangements, which related to 
the single feature of rates. and depended 
for their @uration upon the will of the 


“Congress meant that the Government 
should have the right to prevent the ex- 
ercise of the power to restrain Inter-State 
commerce by preventing its acquisition 
through contracts, combinations, conspira- 
cies. or monopolies, and tt is the contracts, 
combinations, and conspiracies by which 
the restraint is brought about that the act 
declares illegal. 

“The great object of Congress was to 
Geclare a policy against which no arrange- 
ment could stand by which the parties fully 
equip themselves with the power to defeat 
its purpose.” 

_The Attorney General declared that the 
power to suppress competition has been 
exercised, and he declared that Mr. Mor-

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ferent departments or agencies as to which 
will contrihute the most to the common 
fund or as to which is the most economical- 
ly administered or operated, but so long as 
all are interested in the operation of each 
by sharing a fixed proportion of a com- 
mon fund, unaffected by the. proportion 
Sr tol pga by each, there ts no compc- 
on.” 

Mr. Knox then summed up his points in 
apport of his contentions that, as a fact, 
this merger is a.combination in the form of 
trust, or otherwise, as follows: 


“That the end it accomplishes is_ to 
bring under one control the Northern Pa- 
cific and Great Northern Railroads in.such 
& way as to destroy competition between 
them and to create a monopoly of trans- 
portation in the section served by them. 

“That thi¢d end was the deliberate pur- 
pose of the parties defendant who con- 
ceived and carried out the combination. 

“That such a combination is in restraint 
of trade, as your Honors have repeatedly 
decided, and therefore violates the act of 
Congress. 

“To all of this,’ he added, ‘‘ defendants 
make vigorous objection, much of which is 
wholly irrelevant. I shall not deny the 
fact of a tendency to combination through- 
out the land, nor discuss its economic value. 
I presume that fact accounts for the ex- 
istence of laws designed to regulate the 
tendency along the lines of its manifesta- 
tion, where necessary to protect the rights 
and interests of the people. 

‘“*T have not the slightest doubt about it, 
however, that this particular manifestation 
of that tendency has no economic merit. 
It is bad enough to bring the entire rall- 
road facilities of an important section of 
the country under monopolistic control, but 
when to the power to fix charges for trans- 
portation you add the creation of scores of 
millions of fiat stock upon which those 
charges are expected to pay dividends, you 
impose an unjustifiable burden upon the 
people and exact too high a price for a 
successful evasion of the law. 

‘While it may be true that the recapital- 
ization ef these companies was based upon 
existing market values for thelr stock, yet 
existing market values rested at that time 
upon total forgetfulness of the fact that 
the. progress of material prosperity is not 
continuous, and that those values were 
lifted upon the wings of an optimism that 
had converted into stock and stock values 
all the prosperity in sight, as well as all 
hopes and expectations of many future 
years. 

“This thing was done when men who 
have been regarded as wise men and safe 
men lost their hold upon their judgment 
and failed to withstand the temptation to 
gather for their instant personal advan- 
tage the fruits which, conserved, would 
have lasted many years and benefited many 
people.” 

Replies to Defendants. 

He announced that it was not his inten- 
tion to address himself to considerations 
such as these, but to such objections by 
defendants to the Government's case as 
will be considered by the court. 

He then took up the doctrine of direct 


and immediate effect — inter-State com- 
merce. On that point he said; 

“It is argued that it is only such con- 
tracts’ and combinations as directly and 
immediately affect inter-State commerce 
that are declared illegal by the statute. 
This is true, but the Northern Securities 
arrangement operates directly upon com- 
merce, because its certain effect is to con- 
trol every act, pelicy, and operation of two 
gigamgic systems of railroads by which 
commerce is carried on. Transporting com- 
modities is commerce, and if from one State 
to or through another it is inter-State com- 
merase. (United States vs. Freight Asso- 
ciation, 166 U. S., 323.) 

‘“Of course,” he-eaid, ‘“‘a State has cer- 
tain powers over the instrumentalities of 
commerce which it creatés as it has over 
the individuals by whom commerce is con- 
ducted. But a State has no power over 
either instrumentalities or individuals that 
can be interposed between them and the 
obligations imposed by a Federal statute 
regulating inter-State commerce. 

‘The question in this case is not whether 
Congress can regulate and has regulated 
State corporations or the ownership of their 
capital stock. The question is, can the 
owners of such capital stock regulate inter- 
State commerce? 

“It is settled law that inter-State com- 
merc? cannot be regulated by State Con- 
atitutions, nor by State Legisiatures exist- 
ing under State Constitutions, nor by cor- 
porations created by State Legislatures 
acting through their Directors, as attempt- 
ed in the trans-Missouri and Jéint Traffic 
cases. 

“Whence comes such power, then, to 
stockholders, if the sources of all their 
rights and powers are impotent to defeat 
the iaw of Congress? But put the proposi- 
tion as it {is put by appellants: Can Con- 
gress regulate the ownership of inter-State 
railroads under its power to pou? com- 
merce among the States, and has it done 
so by this act of 1890? 

“Most certainly, yes; Congress can regu- 
late anything and everything in the sense 
that it can prokibit and prevent its use in 
a way that will defeat a law that Corgress 
may constitutionally enact. For this pur- 
pose the supreme power operates upon 
everything, upon every one. 


Mr. Knox’s Conclusion. , 

“As I said in opening this argument, 
specifically this suit was instituted to de- 
termine whether this device, which de- 
fendants employed to restrain inter-State 
commerce by monopolizing the business of 
transportation, will prevail against a law 
making all devices to that end illegal. It 


is this particular device that is before the 
court and no other. In considering it, I 
have directed your Honors’ attention only 
to its legal aspects, and I agree that it 
must be judged upon these alone. The pos- 
sible effects of such a judgment upon other 
devices alleged to have been employed to 
the same end. is not for present consid- 
eration. 

‘The possibilities of a securities holding 
company of this kind, as a financial ma- 
chine for manipulating railroad and other 
properties and concentrating ‘their control 
in the hands of a powerful clique are; how- 
ever, legitimate considerations, and I am 
safe In saying they are simply. enormous. 
It has again and again. been pointed out, 
since the organization of the Northern Se- 
curities Company, that in its simplest 
form it is possible for a group of men, by 
incorporating themselves as a securities- 
holding company, to control two railroad 
companies upon the holding. of half the 
amount of stock that would be required in 
the hands of individuals. 

‘Individuals will be required to hold 51 
per cent. of the stock of both railroads in 
order to control them, but if a particular 
group of men had the control of a securi- 
ties-holding company that held 51 per cent. 
of the stock of both roads, they would con- 
trol both roads upon a holding of 51 per 
cent. of the shares of the holding company, 
or practically one-fourth of the combined 
capital of the two roads. This does violence 
to a simple rule of vulgar fractions, because 
it works out that a half of a half is equal 
to a half of a whole. 

‘*Of course, it is a simple proposition to 
bring any number of railroads under the 
same control without increasing the stock 
of the securities-holding company or with- 
out increasing the stock of the holders of 
the control of the securities-holding com- 

any, by employing the device resorted to 

y the defendants in the purchase of the 
Burlington Road, namely, by having one 
of the railroads controlled by the securities 
company acquire the stock and pay for it 
with its own obligations, secured by a 
pledge of the stock acquired. All the roads 
west of the Missouri River which were 
brought into temporary harmony-under the 
trans-Missour! arrangemont could easily be 
Seen into permanent harmony, without 
physical consolidation, under the arrange- 
ment I have described. 

“TI cannot think that a combination held 
together by a rope of sand comes within the 

rohibition of the law, and that one which 

s bound by links of steel may defy its 
wisdom and its power. 

“To prevent such a dangerous concen- 
tration of power, dangerous to commerce 
and a menace to our freedom, the people 
heve done all that it is possible for them 
te do under our. system. of government. 
They have legislated against it. If this 
law can be construed so as not to cover the 
eine thon. or df . en anes, Fae to a

“We are not dealing here with commerce 
or the operation of railroads at all,”” he 
said, *‘but we are dealing with the ques- 
tion of Fain ge 

Ho referred to previous cases in the Su- 
preme Court under the anti-trust law, and 
said that Congress had not defined the re- 
straint of trade, and that it had been neces- 
sary for the court to make its own definli- 
tions. In the joint traffic case the roads 
dealt with were competing in character. 
But suppose they had not been compctitors 
and they had agreed to reduce rates. ‘hat 
would have been contract in restraint of 
trade, for the gist of a contract is found in 
te obligation that it lays upon the parties 
0 x 

All contracts in restraint of 
Mr. Youn said, largely executory, and 
he contended that the true view of the 
law must be in the same line as that of 
conspiracies. There might be power to 
affect commerce, but to come within the 
conviction of the law the powér must be 
exercised. 

Mr. Young discussed the Sugar Trust 
case, which he said was often misunder- 
Stood. In that case a number of sugar 
concerns had been consolidated. The com- 
panies were as much engaged in commerce 
as were the purchasers of these railroad 
shares. Indeed, he contended that the 
transfer of shares of stock waS not com- 
merce at all, and by way of Illustration he 
said that the holder of railroad shares was 
no more engaged in commerce than is the 
holder of stock in a baseball company en- 
gaged in playing baseball. 

When the court reassembled after lunch- 
eon Mr. Young continued his argument, 
saying that no matter how a unity of own- 
ership might arise, whether by inheritance, 
Sale, or otherwise, the same suppression of 
competition atose as an incident to the 
ownership of the property, and not as the 
result of the contract to sell or even of the 
sale itself. 

Continuirig; he said he would not argue 
the Constitutional questions as between the 
State and the Federal Government, but he 
referred to the Attorney General's discus- 
sion of that subject. In cases of consoli- 
dotion the subject matter must be found 
in the act of consolidation itself, and it did 
not matter whether they were competing or 
connected. He contended that if Congress 
had power to regulate, its regulation must 
be uniform. It could not be held that the 
law was effective in one State and inopera- 
tive in another. 


Intention of Congress. 
“Did Congress intend to interfere with 
the powers of the States to regulate stock- 
holdings in railroads? I think it will be 


generally conceded that there is no better 
guide to the meaning of Congress than the 
generaj practice which has been pursued 
from the beginning of railroads down to the 
time of the anti-trust law. We have point 
ed out this practice in the leading States of 
the Union. of State legislation authorizing 
the consolidation of competing roads either 
by consolidation and union of the two com- 
panies or by allowing one company to take 
a perpetual lease of the other, or by ac- 
quiring all of the stock of the other. 

‘‘Now that has been foing on from the 
very beginning. Now, did Congress believe 
what everybody else believed at that time, 
and until the bill in this case was filed, 
that the States had such power? If Con- 
gress did believe that the States had such 
power, it certainly did not intend to exer- 
cise the power which did not belong to it. 

‘‘It is rasonable to believe that Congress 
by that one line of the statute, ‘ Every 
contract, combination, or conspiracy in fe- 
straint of trade is hereby declared and 
made a misdemeanor,’ meant to declare 
that all State regulations were unconstitu- 
tional? I do not think that Congress in 
paseing a remedial statute intended to pass 
such an act.’’ 

Coming to the matters of fact in the case, 
he contended that the law had not been 
violated. The inception of the Northern 
Securities Company was reviewed, and Mr. 
Young complained that Mr. Knox, in his 
argument, had gone back to 1895, and to 
the Pearsall case. He also spoke of the 
Attorney General's reference to Mr, Hill.

“ Now, upon that point, theré is not only 
no evidence at all to the effect that they 
used their influence with the other share- 
holders, but the evidence is that each 
shareholder acted for himself. A simple 
written offer was made. A circular was 
sent out by the Northern Securities offer- 
ing to buy the stock of the shareholders at 
$150, paying for it with its own stock at 
par, and it was left for the stockholders to 
decide for themselves. 

“Considering that Mr. Hill had been the 
President of the Great Northern since its 
inception, it was only natural that the 
shareho'ders should write to him to ask his 
opinion. And Mr. Hill wrote several letters 
in reply to those queries, but.not for gen- 
eral circulation, n leaving New York he 
wrote such a letter; not for general circula- 
tion, but to be sent only in case of inquiry. 
The only thing in that letter which might 
be construed ag persuasion was in the last 
two lines, where he said ‘The writer Is of 
the opinion that the offer of the Northern 
Securities is one that the stockholders can 
ancept with advantage to themselves.’ 

‘We are proceeding upon the theory, that 
an out-and-out sale was made, and wnless 
the court is prepared to hold that Congress 
should exercise exclusive control of all 
transfers of +ransportation agencies en- 
gaged in inter-State commerce we fail to 
see how this transaction can be held to be 
a combination in restraint of trade or a 
violation of the anti-trust law.”’ 


Case Goes to Judges. 
Mr. Young closed with a discussion of 
the charge that the parties to this com- 


bation had been guilty of conspiracy. He 
said: 

“There are 1,800 shareholders of the 
Great Northern Road holding $125,000,000 
of its stock, besides these ten or eleven 
gentlemen charged with conspiracy, who 
own $27,000,000 of that stock. f the other 
1,200 persons owning the other $98,000, 
of stock, 600 owning $60,000,000 of the stock 
have come into the Northern Securities, 
and there are outstanding 600 other share- 
holders owning $30,000, of the stock of 
the company. - Taking the Northern Pacific 
stock together, these so-called conspirators 
own not over one-third of the outstanding 
stock of the Northern Securities. The rest 
of that stock is owned by 1,300 other per- 
sons who never came into the conspiracy.” 

Mr. Young concluded at 3:15 P, M,, and 
the court passed to the consideration of 
other business.

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“THE SACRAMENT OF JUDAS.” 


“ The Sacrament of Judas,” Louis Tierce- 
lin’s tragedy in miniature, which Kyrle 
3ellew prefixed to “ Raffles"? last night 
at the Princess, is one of those outputs of 
French dramaturgy which delight, even 
astonish, by their masterly technical force 
of concentration, but, unlike so many such, 
the characters and the emotions dealt with 
arg Sane and normal, and work together to 
produce a moment of the highest spiritual 
exaltation. 

The story is of a young monk, Bernez, 
who has been freed from his vows by the 
French Revolution, and who has taken up 


the life of the world in the stormy days 
of 1793. The dramatic struggle is between 
his new instincts as a man and a lover and 
the monastic instincts which still inhere in 
his Breton spirit. 

The maiden with whom he has fallen. in 
love is betrayed by her father’s landlord of 
the old régime, who Was accepted refuge 
from proscription in the peasant’s hut. The 
moment in which the betrayal is discovered 
brings the agent of the republic. Bernez’s 
first instinct is of the outraged man and 
lover, and in a moment of rage he offers to 
betray the guilty refugee to the agent of 
the republic. 

It has transpired, however, that a priest, 
however faithless to his vow, is always 
empowered to administer divine absolu- 
tion. “‘ Judas baptized, and those whom he 
Daptized were not baptized again."’ Yield- 
ing to the entreaties of the aristocratic 
Catholic who fears to die unshriven, Ber- 
nez administers the sacrament. The act of 
confession and absolution, coming in the 
moment of the ruin of his earthly love, re- 
vives in him the dormant monastic spirit, 
and, confessing his own sin of worldly 
passion, he contrives the escape of the 
lovers and offers his life instead. 

In a series of dramatic encounters, quiet, 
even realistic, Bernez runs the gamut of 
elemental emotion, from human love and 
hope to hate and the rage of despair, which 
are transmuted into a manly pity. that, 
with the words of divine absolution, is ex- 
aited into an ecstasy of religious fervor. 
In the last moment he puts by the pictur- 
esque peasant costume, and appears in the 
white and brown robe of the monk to re- 
ceive the bullets of his executioners. 
Frankly dramatic as the little play is, and 
fraught with intense emotion, it proceeds 
to the end with the simple logic of life and 
the resistless power of fate. 

In preparing the piece, Mr. Bellew has 
been under the tutelage of Mr. Forbes Rob- 
ertson, who produced it with great success 
in Eing'and. To those who remember the 
quiet, invincible grace. the flawless real- 
ism, and the intense emotion of Mr. 
Robertson's performance, Mr. Bellew can- 
not fail to appear. artificial and -ex- 
aggerated. It was not from his p 
ent tutor that he learned to say: 
came a monk-k to this-s hous-se,”’ 
things like that. Several @f the crises, too, 
lost effect, not so much because of Mr. 
Pellew as because of the defalcation of 
members of his support, both as to the 
lines and as to their interpretation. And 
at best his masque and his plastique are 
far from spiritual and monastic! 

Yet, granting him his physique, which 
no artist can escape, however he may try, 
and granting the convention he acts in, 
which is sound and expert of its kind how- 
ever inappropriate, his performance was 
excellent. If the tragedy missed something 
of its final appeal it yet retained enough 
to make it a work of art which no one who 
cares for such things should miss. And 
it will doubtless improve with repetition.

THE DEFAMERS OF GEN. WOOD. 


With great propriety and just indigna- 
tion the Secretary of War calls the at- 
tention of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs to the activities of the in- 
dustrious but unskillful falsifier who is 
peddling out the secrets of the Senate 
room to the press in a manner to do 
what damage he can to the reputation 
of Gen. LmonaRD Woop. The letter of 
Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Butss to Secretary 
Root presents charges against the meth- 
ods of the committee which it cannot af- 
ford to ignore. It was reported to the 
country through the press that Gen. 
Buiss testified that he had declined to 
remit the duties upon a certain silver 
service sent to Havana from New York, 


said to have been intended for Gen. 
Woop, until he was personally ordered 
by Gen. Woop to remit them. If true, 
testimony to such a fact would be de- 
structive of Gen. Woop’s reputation, 

Now, the fact is that no such testimony 
was given. Gen. BLiss says in his letter 
to Mr. Root that he himself ordered the 
remission of duty because he believed 
then, and believes now, that it was in 
accordance with the law. Of course, the 
General himself did not misinform the 
newspapers. Some member of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs gave 
out the false report. It is a pretty se- 
rious thing to say that a Senator and a 
member of this important committee is 
a wanton and malicious Har. It would 
be a more serious thing if his lying were 
permitted to go unexposed. Whoever he 
is, the falsifier is baffied. The truth has 
come to light in Gen. Birss’s letter. 

There is in the letter of Gen. Buiss a 
further passage of great interest to the 
public, He says: 

I further testified that during the two 
and a half years that I served directly un- 
der the orde-s of Gen. Woop as Military 
Governor of Cuba I know of no action of 
his that was not consistent with the char- 
acter of an honorable officer and a man of 


integrity. 

Gen. Buiss was in a position to know 
Gen. Woop intimately. He must have 
been more fully and correctly informed 
as to the Military Governor's official 
methods and acts than most of the mul- 
titude of witnesses who have been sum- 
moned to blacken his character. It is a 
permissible inference, a well-justified 
inference, that in addition to permitting 
false reports of its proceedings to be 
given out the committee has made itself 
a channel for the defaming utterances of 
all sorts of irresponsible enemies of Gen. 
Woop. 

The witnesses, however, cannot be al- 
together such fools as the published tes- 
timony makes them appear. It was re- 
ported yesterday, for instance, that one 
of the witnesses had testified that Br.- 
LAIRS served five years in Florida con- 
vict camps, and that the crime of which 
he had been convicted was forgery on “a 
branch of the Bank of England.” What 
particular “branch” of the Bank of 
England it was upon which BrLLAIns 
exercised his art is not disclosed, nor is 
there any indication of the statutory au- 
thority upon which a crime against a 
“branch” of the Bank of England is 
made punishable by penal servitude in 
the sovereign State of Florida. Of course 
the witness testified to nothing of the 
kind. This again must be the work of 
the mendacious calumniator who sits 
with the committee. 

The slanderous work has gone far 
enough to create the presumption that 
the charges against Gen. Woop’s per- 
sonal and official character are one and 
all baseless, that they are the inventions 
of malice. The unspeakable meanness of 
this conspiracy against the character of 
an honorable gentleman and a soldier 
who is not present to defend himself 
makes the wretched BELLAIRe seem by 
comparison to be the soul of-honor, the 
very pink of chivalry. 


OUR PENSIONERS. 

One of the curious facts in connection 
with the pension roll is the variation in 
what may be called the matrimonial 
habit of the warriors in the several] wars. 
Thus, of the Revolutionary War, which 
closed 120 years ago, there are no ‘sur- 
vivors, but there are drawing pension 
two widows. It seems a little extraor- 
dinary that the lives of one couple 
should cover one céntury and a fifth of 
another, but if the husband was eighteen 
at the close of the war in 1783, if at 
seventy-eight he married a girl of eight- 
een—a by no means impossible occur- 
rence—his widow would be but seventy- 
eight now. There are also three daugh- 
ters of pensioners on the roll, and they 
might be the offspring of thé widows. 
Of the war of 1812 there is one survivor.

When we come down to the war for the 
Union, we find, of course, that the ratio 
of widows is much lower, but it is still 
conspicuously large. Of the army there 
are 691,850 survivors on the pension roll, 
and there are 242,115 widows, thé latter 
being a little less than 35 per cent. of 
the former. Of the navy thére are 20,152 
survivors on the pension Hist and 9,213 
widows, or 46 per cent., which would in- 
dicate that a larger proportion of sailors 
married, or that a larger proportion of 
the married sailors have died. 

The Commissioner-of Pensions esti- 
mates that the total number of survivors 
of the war for the Union is 900,000, of 
whom about 200,000 are not drawing any 
pension, They are new applying for pen- 
sions at the rate of about 14,000 a year, 
with a natural tendency for the number 
of applications to increase. He predicts 
that by the end of another ten years 
there will be no new applications from 
survivors of the civil war. This woufd 
indicate that the last of the pensions for 
the Spanish war will be applied for in

THE STEAM TURBINE. 

Mr. GEORGE WESTINGHOUSE’s epigram- 
matic statement respecting the steam 
turbine as a prime mé@tor is well calcu- 
lated to challenge attention. He says: 
“The steam turbine need not be called 
the engine of the future. It is the engine 
of the present.” The fact that the British 
Admiralty has appointed a commission to 


investigate the whole subject of the tur- 
bine in its application to the propulsion 


of ships, undoubtedly with a view to the 
installation of this type of motor in the 
new steamers of the Cunard ‘Company, 


which are to represent the highest devel- 
opment of marine architecture possible in 


the present state of the art, will serve 
to show that this simple mechanism has 


practically superseded the efforts of gen- 
erations of engineers to refine and per- 
fect the steam engine, and brought us 


back to the very beginnings of the sci- 
ence of thermo-dynamics. 

As was very clearly pointed out by the 
late Prof. R. H. THursTon in a paper be- 
fore the New York Electrical Society in 
March last, the turbine is not a thermo- 
dynamic machine. Its origin is found of 
record in the earliest technical literature. 
In principle it is the simplest form of 
motor known, consisting of two elements. 
One of these was invented and applied 
by Heron of Alexandria about 200 B. C., 
and described in his “Spiritalia seu 
Pneumatica,” in the form known as the 
aeliopile. In 1629 Griovannrt BRANCA of 
Lovetto devised and described what is 
popularly known as Branca’s wheel, a 
device in which steam issuing direct from 
the boiler, as in the case of the aeliopile, 
impinged upon the vanes of a horizontal 
wheel, which was caused to rotate with 
great velocity and which in his drawings 
he shows geared to mechanism which 
gave a reciprocating motion to the stems 
of pestles raised from and dropped into 
mortars for grinding any material to 
which this treatment is applicable. 


These crude beginningsof the steam en- 
gine were probably scarcely more than in- 
teresting scientific toys in their day. The 
steam turbine of to-day is practically a 
combination of Heron's aeliopile and 
Branca’s wheel constructed according to 
modern ideas and with the advantage of 
modern materials, tools, and workshop 
processes. It derives its motive force 
from the impact of steam direct from the 
boiler upon the vanes attached to a ro- 
tating cylinder. Thus impact and reac- 
tion rather than the expansive force of 
steam are utilized to effect rotation, but 
exact tests have shown for the turbine a 
net economy fully up to if not beyond the 
standard of the compound condensing 
engine. Its first use as a practical motor 
was in 1884, and in the comparatively 
brief interval of less than twenty years 
it has become, according to so good an 
authority as Mr. WESTINGHOUSE, the 
“engine of the present.” The old At- 
water and Avery types of turbine, and 
the more recent De Laval, Curtis, Par- 
sons, Rateau, and other types now com- 
peting for popular favor, are declared by 
THURSTON to approach the theoretical 
ideal much more closely than any recip- 
rocating engine ever has or ever can. To 
exceed the economy they establish some- 
thing may be accomplished in the direc- 
tion of refinement of construction, but a 
great deal more is to be expected from 
the improvement of the steam boiler, 


The popular interest of the turbine as a 
motor Hes in the fact that it so strik- 
ingly illustrates the tendency of the hu- 
man mind to overlook the fact that the 
direction of all permanently useful prog- 
ress is toward simplicity. Starting in the 
seventeenth century with the idea which 
is now being utilized with so much ad- 
vantage to power users, a development 
began which has carried us through a 
wide range of investigation and experi- 
ment. The steam engine, step by step, 
was refined until its mathematics passed 
beyond the comprehension of any one 
but the specialist in thermo-dynamics. 
The net result of it all was to lead us to a 
point where it looked as if any further 
economy in the steam engine would be 
attained at a cost greater than it was 
worth. Then, almost at a single step, the 
whole fabric of carefully attained me- 
chanical refinements was brushed aside, 
and in a return to the original form of 
steam motor was found an efficiency and 
economy not even theoretically possible 
in the type of engine which had been 
evolved through something over three 
centuries of the greatest constructive 
work of which the human mind is capa- 
The cycle is complete, and while 
much of the work expended in traversing

CONDEMNATION OF WATERSHED 
LANDS, * 

‘The Merchants’ Association has made 
some interesting discoveries of abuses in 
connection with the condemnation of 
lands needed for public use or the pro- 
tection of the watershed which show how 
badly the Aqueduct Commission has 
worked for the public interest. In the 
case of land acquired in Westchester and 
Putnam Counties to protect the water- 
shed, for each $100 paid to landowners 
$51.06 was paid to Commissioners, coun- 
sel, experts, clerks, and for incidental ex- 
penses. In the case of land acquired for 
new works, the expenses per $100 award- 
ed to owners were: In Westchester 
County, $43.60; in Putnam County, 
$37.65; in New York County, $9.22, The 
general average cost of condemnation 
proceedings has been $31.98 per $100. 
Between 1884 and 1902, inclusive, the 
condemnation expenses for Westchester 
were $1,300,381.50; for Putnam, $408,- 
767.45; for New York City.and County, 
$363,665.16. The amount of the awards 
in New York County in this period was 
nearly as great as in the other two 
counties combined.

ALL CATHOLIC SCHOOLS 


Submits Bill to Forbid Teaching by 
' Authorized French Orders. | 


Measure Will Be Presented to the Cham- 
ber of Deputies on Friday-——Five 
Years’ Grace Given. 


PARIS, Dee. 15.—Premiér Combes to-day 
communicated to the Council of Ministers 
the text of a bill forbidding all teaching by 
the religious orders, even those now act- 
ually authorized, which will be presented 
in the Chamber of Deputies Friday next. 

The purpose of the measure is to abro- 
gate the existing legislation permitting 
teaching. by the authorized religious orders. 

The bill provides for the dissolution, ac- 
companied by the sequestration of property 
of such congregations as exist solely for 
the purposes of teaching and for the partial 
sequestration of the property of those con- 
gregations which in addition to teaching 
also conduct hospitals for the indigent. 

Five years are allowed for the complete 
carrying out of the proposed law, the adop- 
tion of which will entail the closing of 
1,299 schools for boys, 2,195 school buildings 
where girls are taught,-and all the schools 
conducted by the Christian Brothers. 

The bill also provides for the enlargement 
of the public schools conducted by the 
State. It is estimated that the complete 
operation of the Premier's plan will cost 
the State $5,000,000. 


Reports made to Premier Combes on Dec, 
8 by agents who had been collecting data 
in regard to the closing of schools in which 
the teaching was done by the religious 
orders, indicated that if the bill just now 
oa to be presented to the Chamber of 

eputies is put in force, approximately 
3,500 schools would be affected. Of these, 
1,900 could be closed at once, and the re- 
maining 1,600 not so quickly, there being 
no other schools to take their place. 

The bill forbidding all teaching by re- 
ligious orders, which has been under con- 
sideration for some time, while a canvass 
of the territory was being made, comes 
as the fruit of the enforcement of the as- 
sociations law begun in the early months of 

. The act, which compelled the regis- 
tration of all religious orders teach 
schools, was passed in June, 1901, but dia 
not receive active enforcement until the 
year following. The Jesuits, Assumption- 
ists, Benedictines, and Carmelites were r- 
ticular objects of attention through their 
refusal to comply with the a and 
the result was that they were practically 
driven from the country. 

The Christian Brothers, who will be af- 
fected by the new bill, constitute one of 
the largest of the teaching orders. Accord- 
ing to the last figures available, (those for 
1900,) there are some 13,000 of the brothers 
at work, in charge of 2,500 schools the 
world over. The order has been among. the 
most active and the present is not the first 
time a conflict has arisen with the civil 
law, for in 1792, having refused to sub- 
scribe to the Constitution, the brothers were 
driven. from their houses in France and 
forbidden to return. The return came, how- 
ever, in 1801, and from that date the schools 
of the Christian Brothers spread rapidly 
over France and Italy.

| NEW DOMINICAN REVOLUTION. 


| Serious Outbreak in Santiago Against 
the Provisional Government. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Mr. Simpson, 
the United States Consul at Puerto Plata, 
Santo Domingo, has cabled the State De- 
partment under to-day’s date that a revo- 
lution hes broken out at Santiago and that 
the movement is extensive and serious. 

This is supposed to be the result of the 
failure of the Provisional Government to 
secure recognition at the hands of United 
States Minister Powell, which fact operat- 
ed to prevent that Government from obtain- 


ing money necessary to maintain itself 
st a foreign loan. 

Nothing is known tr ge f of the report- 
ed plots against the life of United States 
Minister Powell, but the navy will take all 
necessary precautions to protect the Amer- 
ican Legation in Santo Domingo. The New- 
port will return there from San Juan as 
soon as she has coaled. 


DOUBT PLOT AGAINST POWELL. 


Not Mentioned in Minister's Dispatches 
—View of Provisional Govern- 
ment Agent. 


Assurances that the present Dominican 
Government had accepted all the demands 
made by the United States reached here 
about the time yesterday morning that in- 
quiries were being made at the Santo 
Demingo Consulate, 83 Broadway, concern- 
ing the report published in the morning 
papers of the purposed assassination of 
William Powell, United States Minister to 
Haiti, and ex-President Jiminez. About 
that time came a dispatch also that Mr. 
Powell was still alive and doing well. Mr. 
Powell made no reference at all in the dis- 
patch to the reported plot ainst himself. 

Consul General Galvan of the Dominican 
Government would not discuss the stories 
of the proposed lot. “If such a plot as 
you say is bein atched it is a matter for 
the representatives of m country to deal 
with, not for me to speak about,” he said. 
*“ My country seems to be in an unfortunate 
state at now, but it is not for me to dis- 
cuss it,” 

Joseph 8t. Pierre, special agent of the 
Previsional Government, said: ‘‘I am not 
the Consul General. While revolution 
was progress I represent the Provis- 
ional Government and handled their funds 
here, buying such goods as they needed, 
and disbursing such funds as it was neces- 
sary to disburse in the United States. I 
can tell you this in og J that the revo- 
lution which resul in the overthrow of 
President Wos y Gil cost less than $100,000. 

“As for the report that any attempt is 
to be made to assassinate Minister Powell 
I do not believe it. I know Minister Powell 
very well, and I know every member of 
President Morales’s Government. uring 
the Hai revolution some five years ago 
Minister well stood by me and ve me 
such aid in a trying situation as make 
me his friend for life. I know at least three 
of the present members of Morales’s Cabi- 
net also who have been_befriended by Mr. 
Powell, and who would lay down their 
lives for him. I cannot conceive of any one 
proposing so black a plot.”

A CHAMBERLAIN VICTORY. 


Tariff Reform Candidates Elected from 
the Two Metropolitan Districts of 
Dulwich and Lewisham.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—There was great 
rejoicing to-night among tariff reform- 
ers over the election to Parliament from 
the metropolitan divisions of Dulwich 
and Lewisham of Dr. Harris and Major 
Coates. Both are sterling advocates of 
the principle underlying Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s fiscal proposals. 

Other issues were involved, but for 
the last three days public attention was 
concentrated on the tariff, to the exclu- 
sion of almost all other questions, Where 
other issues were urged, it was for the 
purpose of diversion from the main ques- 
tion. 

Letters were published yesterday from 
Mr. Chamberlain urging voters to sup-

SARDOU PLAY TRIUMPHS. 


“La Sorciere ” and Sarah Bernhardt Ac- 
corded a Great Ovation in Paris. 


PARIS, Dec. 15.—Sardou’s “La Sor- 
cilére'' was produced by Sarah Bernhardt 
to-night at her own theatre, and achieved a 
great triumph for both author and actress. 

The action of the play passes in Toledo in 
the Middle Ages. Zoroya, the daughter of 
a Moorish physician, is enamored of Don 
Enrique, a Spanish Captain, who returns 
her passion, forgetting momentarily his 
betrothal to Juana, the daugfater of the 
Governor of the city. 

Juana, who is a sleep-walker, seeks a cure 
for her affliction at the hands of Zoroya, 
whose scientific accomplishments have 
earned for her the reputation of a sorcer- 


ess. uana incidentally reveals to zenere 
that the man whom she is to marry on the 
merrow is Don Enrique. Zoroya deter- 
mines to prevent the marriage, and, ob- 
taining an entrance to the Governor's pal- 
ace, puts Juana asleep. 

Don Enrique on approaching the bridal 
chamber finds at the threshold a_ velled 
Woman, who overwhelms him with re- 
proaches.

THINKS HOME RULE NEAR.

LONDON, Dec. 16.—The organizers of 
the Irish Party, says the Dublin corre- 
spondent of The Times, are impressed 
with the necessity of removing the sus- 
picion created in the United States by 
the resignation of William O’Brien, and 
John Redmond accordingly wrote to 
President Finerty of the United Irish 
League of America to the effect that 
there was no dissension in the Irish 
Party.

It is intimated, says the corre- 
spondent of The Times, that the Irish 
Party is not so united as Mr, Redmond 
declares.

Capt. Dutton, the commander of the Um- 
bria, completed his last voyage to this port 
with the arrival of the steamer yesterday. 
He will now go on the retired list, having 
reached the age limit of sixty-three years, 
Since Capt. Dutton took command of the 
Umbrie he has covered more than 800,000 
miles in transatlantic voyages. He has 
been in the Cunard service thirty-three 
years, during which time he has command- 
ed fourteen different vessels. He entered 
the mercantile service about fifty years 
ago. : 

Among the passengers who arrived on the 
Umbria war Gen. B. F. Viljoen, who com- 
manded part of the Boer forces in the war 
with Englard. The General was accompa- 
nied by Capt. A. W. Lewis, and together 
they will go to St. Louis, where they will 
secure a tract of land outside the fair 
grounds, on which to construct an amphi- 
theatre, where will be reproduced various 
scenes of the Boer war. The exhibition will 
be on the style of the “‘ Wild West Show.” 

The General was asked about the Boer at- 
tempts to settle in Mexico, and replied that 
so far the attempt had met with little else 
than failures. ‘‘ When the Mexican Gov- 


ernment offered us the 85,000-acre tract, of 
land near Chihuahua, we accepted it, think- 
ing that the Government would also give 
us transportation to that place. But we 
were surprised to learn that Mexico had no 
such Intention, so we gave up the plan, 
The Boers have no money now, so that 
they cannot pay for their transportation.

Became Too Great in Mind of ImmF- 
grant Who Refused to Board Train 
—Back at Ellis istand. 


Johann Palojnar, the only immigrant who 
has ever refused to leave Ellis Island after 
he had been given his card pf admission 
into the United States, returned to the isl- 
and yesterday. He had been persuaded to 
enter the promised land of the immigrants 
Monday afternoon. His return yesterday 
was in the nature of an unpleasant surprise 
to the authorities. . 

They were sure that the man of big pro- 
portions was well on his way to Cleveland, 
Ohio, when they learned early in the morn- 
ing that he was asleep in the waiting room 
of the Erie station, complacently holding @ 
ticket for Cleveland crunched up in a bun- 
dle of small bills of the United States cur+ 
rency in a hand so muscular that no sta- 
tion employe cared to disturb him. 

One attendant did everything in his power 
before the train left to induce Palojnar to 
board it. He got him as near as the steps 
of the car, when the engine bumped into 
tha front car in the natural way of engines 
attaching themselves to trains. This proved 
too much for the immigrant. He went back 
to a seat. The attendant from Ellis Island 
made efforts to reassure his charge, but 
the man would not budge. The attendant, 
who could not speak Palojnar’s dialect, mo- 
tioned to show him that he was to get 
aboard the waiting train. 

When the cry of “All aboard” rang 
through the station the gesticulations of 
the attendant were taken by the giant to 
mean some sort of incantation of ill-will. 
He jumped to his feet scowling, and the 


man who had brought him from Bilis Isl- 
and fled for his life in a direction opposite 
from that of ‘the train then under way. 
John O’Brien, a big baggage man, under- 
took to find a way to awaken the big Im- 
piven, He swung for his jaw and landed, 
but he might as well have struck a stone 
wall. In fact, it would have been better for 
him if he had. Palojnar gathered O’Brien 
to his arms in the clinch that followed, 
squeezed the breath out of his body, then 
threw him aside as one would an empty 
sponge. After which he was left severely

Originator of Pintsch Railway Car Light 
Dies at Detroit. 


DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 15.—Edward J. 
Frost, an inventor of note, died here to- 
day. 

The Frost or Pintsch lamp, used exten- 
sively for lighting railroad coaches, was 
one of his inventions,

DEATH OF J. C. HENNESSY. 


Long a Newspaper Man in New York 
and a Founder of the Press Ciub. 


John Collins Hennessy, for many years a 
newspaper man of this city, died yesterday 
in St. Peter’s Hospital, Brooklyn, where 
he had been since last May, from a gen- 
era) breaking down of the system. ‘ 

Mr. Hennessy was born tin Listowell, Coun- 
ty Kerry, Ireland, Christmas Day, 1833. 
He came of a long line of Irish revolution- 
ists, an ancestor havfhg been closely aso- 
ciated with Robert Emmet. His father was 
in the revolution of 1848, as a result of 
which two of his elder brothers were in- 
carcerated and died in jail, while another 
tecame blind in a British prison. 

John C. Hennessy was designed for the 
priesthood, and studied at Mellery College, 
in the South of Ireland, but his patriotic 
ideas caused him to abandon that career. 
He became secretary to Lord Listowell 
when nineteen years old. Afterward he 
was Postmaster of Lismore, and subse- 
quently Postmaster of Waterford, where 
he built up a wholesale wine business. In 
the Fenian uprising of 1867, led by James 
Stephens, he took a leading but secret 
part, which was not discovered for four 
years, when P. J. Smyth was defeated by 
Ralph Bernall Osborne for Parliament. As 
a result of that there was a local uprising 
and general burning of Tory homes at 
Waterford. A warrant was issued for Hen- 
nessy'’s arrest, and all his property was 


confiscated. He fled to a sailing vessel. 
The shir was loaded with railroad iron, 
which shifted in a gaie, and she was aban- 
doned, her passengers pong taken off by 
the eld Cunarder Scotia, bound for this 
port, 

In New York Mr. Hennessy found that 
Michael Hennessy, then commercial editor 
of THe New YorK TIMps, was a relative, 
and he went to work on THE Times the 
seecnd day after his arrival. He served 
as Washington correspondent, city editor, 
und night gly editor until about 1891. He 
was one of the founders of the New York 
Prese Club, and was President of that or- 
ganization, after which he became a 
‘Trustee, 

Mr. Hennessy leaves five children—John 
A., Jumes P., and Charles O'C. Hennessy; 
Mrs. Hunt, and Mrs. Gallie, all of this city, 
Funeral services will be held to-morrow 
morrmg in the Church of the Holy Name, in

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AMERICAN ICE :NVESTIGATION. 


Report and Recommendations of the 
_ Stockholders’ Committee. 


The stockholders’ committee, which un- 
dertcok an investigation of the American 
Ice Company after the annual meeting last 
March, at which protest was made against 
the present management, made public its 
report last night. 

In its findings the report notes the fact 
that between July 1 and Oct. 81 of the cur- 
rent year the floating indebtedness of the 
company was reduced from $1,241,676.67 to 
$257,557.05, the expectation being that the 
November and December earnings, togeth- 
er with money realized from the annual 
sale of horses, would practically wipe out 
the remainder. 

In_addition to the above, the company re- 
tired by purchase during the year $314,000 
of its collateral trust bonds, and the com- 
mittee states that if it had not been for the 
indiscretion of the management during 1901 
and a part of 1902 in paying unearn divi- 
dends at the rate of 4 r cent. on the com- 
mon shares there would have been no rea- 
son why dividends on me preferred should 
not have been continu®i down to the pres- 
ent time. 

In the matter of the collateral: trust 

bonds of the company, about ich much 
has been said, the report states that a 
misapprehension has existed that these 
constituted a lien on the properties ahead 
of the stock. Such a lien cannot exist, it 
is asserted, unless the securities pledged 
for a Sage of interest of the bonds should 
yield an amount insufficient for such a 
purpose, 
After indorsing a project to enter into the 
coal business in New York City, Boston, 
and Washington the committee recom- 
mends among other things that the extra- 
ordinary power of the President to borrow 
money indiscriminately be rescinded and 
the power placed in the Board of Directors;

GERMANY’S BUSINESS PLAINT. 


Secretary Shaw Gives Assurances That 
Her Goods Are Not Discriminated 
Against Here. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Secretary Shaw 
and Baron Sternburg, the German Ambas- 
sador, talked with the President last night 
in regard to Consular invoices of goods 
imported from Germany. The German Am- 
bassador said that many German manu- 
facturers were unable to understand how it 
was that the invoice price of goods im- 
ported from ‘Germany into the United 
States was frequently advanced by the 
customs officers at the ports, and the feel- 
ing prevailed in some quarters, he said 
that German goods are being discriminated 
against by the customs authorities here. 

Secretary Shaw explained that Consular 
officers abroad could not be expected to 
know the exact market value of many 
g021s shipped from their ports, and that 
unscrupulous importers sometimes secure 
invoices at a lower vaiue than the market 
value to decrease their customs payments. 

The Ambassador seemed to be satisfied,

WOMAN DENIES FORGERY 


| Mrs: Parker Says, However, That 
She Gave Money to Police. 


Took Responsibility for Bad Check in 


ah /Effort to Aid Her Husband— 
Tells of Her Career. 


Mrs, Mabel Parker, who is on trial in the 
Court of General Sessions on a charge of 
forgery, will probably know her fate to- 
day, as the case will go to the jury some 
time this afternoon. Yesterday she bowed 
6nd smiled to those about her when she 
Was called to the witness stand to testify 
ia her own behalf. 

Mrs. Parker said that she had been adopt- 
ead by Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Preece of Min- 
nmeapolis, who sent her East to attend 
School. She went from Minneapolis to the 
schooi of the Ursuline Convent, at Bedford 
Park. She remained at the convent until 
January, 1898, and a few months later be 
came acquainted with James Parker, whom 
she married in June of that year. In the 
foliowing August Parker was arrested and 
Béntenced to’'a term in the Elmira Re- 
formatory. While he was in custody she 
had resided in various places, supported by 
her foster parents. 

The check for $550, drawn on the Lincoln 
Wational Bank and signed Alice Kauser, 
Wat shown to her. She was asked whether 
She had forged Mrs. Kauser’s name to the 
check. 

“No, Sir, I didn’t,” answered the wit- 
ness. 

In answer to other questions put to her 
she said that at the time of her arrest on 
the forgery charge in August last she was 
residing at 110 West Thirty-eighth Strect. 
She then told of the visit of Detective Pea- 
body. and declared that she had warning 
that he was a polfceman before she made 
her alieged confession. 

Mre. Parker wanted to explain how she 
had.admitted to the detective that she and 
not her husband had forged the checks. 
She said she simply wanted to save her 
husband from going to prison. 

Continuing, she told how she had accom- 
panied Peabody to a drug store for the 
purpose of purchasing morphine and a hy- 
podermic syringe, and added that they,next 
went to Police Headquarters, where the 
syringe and morphine were handed over to 
the doorman. She said that when she was 
ha ding over these things she had slipped 
aten-dollar bill into the man’s hand. 

In explaining the copies of signatures 
which Peabody said had been. written by 
the woman at his suggestion to prove that 
she was a clever forger,’ Mrs. Parker said 
they were “simply scrawls which she had 
found in a drawer of her desk that after- 
noon.” 

** Did Peabody tell you that his name was 
Hickey, and that-he was ‘a crook,’ at the 
time -he first visited you at the Thirty- 
eighth Street house? 

** No,” answered Mrs. Parker, 
say his name was Hickey until afterward. 
He said he was a ‘ second-story man,’ and 
asked me if I would accompany him to din- 
ner. That night he called for me, and we 
went over to Broadway, and while on a car 
Clark appeared and placed me under ar- 
rest. I gave them $560, which I had with 
me, after my arrest. Although Peabody 
Says it was only $500, I know it was $5060, 
because I had $580 with me at the time I 
started down to buy the morphine and syr- 
inge. I spent $10 on the stuff in the drug 
store and $10 I handed to the doorman at 


Headquarters. That left $560.” 

Assistant District Attorney Train pro- 
ceeded to cross-examine the woman, and 
in answer to questions about her disappear- 
ance after her husband's arrest in 1898 she 
gaii that the affair had brought her into 
so'mtch notoriety that her stepmother had 
come on from Boston and had taken her to 
that city. She had been arrested in Buf- 
falo on the charge of shoplifting. 

“ Well, wasn’t it rather queer that you 
sheld give up a diamond ring to Pea- 
béedy?” was asked. 

“fT wanted to make restitution,’’ replied 
Mrs. Parker, and then for the first time 
while on the stand she wept. 

Under further cross-examination Mrs. 
Perker admitted that she had frequented 
resorts in the Tenderloin, but added that 
she had done so only when accompanied 
by her husband. On one occasion she said 
she had been arrested in the Tenderloin 
when her husband was not with her. 

Two Tenderloin policemen were called in 
rebuttal to contradict her testimony, and 
the defense was then summed up by Mr. 
Le Barbier. 


RAID PRISONERS SHIFTED. 


Cases Concerning Alleged Poolrooms 
Are Unexpectedly Acted on by 
Grand Jury. 


* ‘Thirteen men who were arrested in raids 
made on alleged poolrooms on Dec. 8 by 
Capt. Hogan of the Mercer Street Station 
and, Detectives Rafsky and Sappe of the 


Detective Bureau were indicted yesterday 


by the Grand Jury just before their hear- 
ing was to come up before Justice Olmsted, 
fu.the Court of Special Sessions. They 
were arrested on warrants issued by Judge 
Wewburger, and were held in $1,000 bail 
each for trial. 

The men were arrested in the alleged 
poolrooms at 8) Sixth Avenue, concerning 


which place “The” Allen has been men- 


tioned many times, and at 137 Macdougal 


Street. Seven were arrested at the first 
place and six were caught in the latter. 

As the men were standing in the cor- 
ridor outside of Special Sessions, Capt. 
Hogan-and the detectives informed them 
that they were under arrest. All were as- 
tonished, as were the counsel for the men. 
They denounced the proceedings and took 
the matter before Justice Olmsted. 

When told what had happened, Justice 
Olmsted stated that the matter was en- 
tirely out of his hands, as warrants had 
been issued, and all that was left for him 


to do was to sign the papers and ,aliow 
the matter to go to the General Sessions. 


Bail was furnished. 


THINKS NURSE IS ‘TS INSANE. 


Woman Takes Children of “Church of 
God” Missionary in Stranger’s 
Carriage.

LEGAL NOTES. 


MENTAL ANGUISH CAUSED BY THE NON- 
DELIVERY OF MrssacEs.—A telegram sent 
through the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany to B. Sklar and his wife at Nashville, 
Tenn., announcing the death of their daugh- 
ter at St. Louis, was delayed thirty-six 
hours. But for the delay, Mr. Sklar alleged, 
in a sult which he brought against the tel- 
egraph company, he and his wife could have 
had their daughter’s body brought to Nash- 
ville, or they could have gone to 8t. Louis 
and been present at the funeral. Owing, 
however, to the non-delivery of the tele- 
gram, they had to order an immediate 
burial at St. Louis. The father and mother 
claimed they suffered much mental anguish 
and grief in consequence. The Tennessee 
Supreme Court, in passing-on the case, 
thought the plaintiffs were entitled to 
“some damages,’ and the Federa) Court 


In that State took the same view. On an 


appeal by the telegraph company to the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals that 
tribunal has ordered a reversal. Mere men- 
tal anguish or suffering, decides the court, 
is not of itself alone cause for damages. 
The Tennessee Supreme Court, in allowing 
& recovery for mental anguish, was simply 
following its previous decisions on the same 
subject, and the like cases in Alabama, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, and North Caro- 
lina, The first ease to pass favorably on 
this mental anguish question was decided 
in Texas in 1881. It is therefore commonly 
krown among lawyers as the Texas Doc- 
trine. The rule is not sanctioned by the 
courts of this State, nor in Dakota, Florida, 
Georgia, Illinois, Kansas, Minnesota, Mis- 
issippl Nevada, Ohio, ‘South 
Carolina, Wisconsin, and West 
Virginia,

ANTI-Trust LAW UPHELD.—The City of 
Atlanta brought suit against the Chatta- 
noog1 Foundry and Pipe Works! and the 
South Pittsburg Pipe Company under the 
Sherman anti-trust law, alleging that the 
defendants, with other companies, inelud- 
ing the Addyston Pipe «nd Steel Company 
of Cincinnati, Ohio, entered into a com- 
bination and conspiracy in restraint of 
trade some years ago, and that as part of 
their operations they obliged the City of 
Atlanta to pay a largely increaséd price for 
pipes it was purchasing for a sewer system.
